FUNGUS  FORAY.  Mount  Lowe  area  in  the  Angeles  National  Forest  above  Pasadena. 
Leader:  Dr.  Martin  F.  Stoner,  professor  of  mycology  and  plant  pathology, 
California  State  Polytechnic  University,  Pomona. 

It  is  time  again  to  hunt  for  the  elusive  fungi  in  their  natural  haunts. 

Southern  California  Botanists,  their  guests,  and  other  interested  persons 
are  invited  to  participate  in  the  mycological  foray  in  the  tree-lined 
San  Gabriel  Mountains.  The  area  for  this  year's  foray,  besides  being  of 
considerable  botanical  interest,  is  historically  fascinating.  Our  search 
for  fungi  will  take  us  over  the  former  railroad  right  of  way,  to  the  tavern 
site  and  other  points  of  the  Mount  Lowe  Railway  and  Resort  that  served  early 
Californians  and  tourists  from  1893-1936.  The  Mount  Lowe  Campground,  once 
site  of  the  Mt.  Lowe  Tavern,  will  serve  as  hub  of  our  foray.  From  this 
point  at  4,420  ft.  elevation,  fungus  hunters  can  wander  in  various  directions 
to  sunny  knolls,  shady  oak  forests,  streamside  haunts,  nearby  chaparral  slopes 
and  other  areas.  The  variety  of  plant  communi ties ,  slopes,  soils,  and  other 
features  of  this  area  provide  many  challenges  for  mycologists  and  other 
botanists.  The  mixed  hardwood-conifer  forest,  quiet  seclusion,  and  magnificent 
vistas  will  add  to  our  enjoyment.  Historical  information  and  early  photographs 
of  the  area  will  be  available  during  the  foray. 

The  1976  foray  differs  from  previous  ones  in  that  the  main  meeting  site  must 
be  reached  by  a  hike  of  approximately  3-1/2  miles  (one  way;  7  mi.  round  trip). 

It  will  be  an  easy,  enjoyable  hike,  most  of  which  will  follow  the  gentle  slope 
of  the  former  Mt.  Lowe  Railway  right  of  way--now  a  service  road.  The  entire 
hike  to  the  campground  will  be  over  service  roads,  so  rm  difficult  climbing  or 
strenuous  exertion  will  be  required  to  reach  the  campground.  The  campground 
normally  has  drinking  water.  Bring  a  lunch.  Dress  for  the  elevation.  If  the 
weather  is  sunny  and  not  too  much  snow  has  fallen,  light  coats  or  sweaters  may 
suffice  as  the  day  progresses. 

The  foray  leader  will  have  a  botanical  collecting  permit  for  the  group.  The 
collection  of  fungi  is  the  main  purpose  of  the  trip. 

DIRECTIONS:  The  entire  route  to  the  starting  point  of  the  hike  is  paved  and 
suited  to  passenger  cars.  Providing  the  Foothill  Freeway  (210)  is  open  in 
both  directions  through  Pasadena  as  expected,  take  this  route  to  the  Lake 
Avenue  exit.  (In  the  event  210  is  not  open,  proceed  via  Colorado  Blvd.  in 
downtown  Pasadena  to  Lake  Ave.);  north  on  Lake  Ave.  about  4  mi.  to  Loma  Alta 
Drive  (Lake  Ave.  ends  at  Loma  Alta);  left  on  Loma  Alta  1  mi.  to  Chaney  Trail 
Drive  (this  junction  is  marked  by  a  blinking  yellow  signal  hanging  over  the 
intersection);  right  (north)  on  Chaney  Trail  Dr.;  follow  Chaney  Trail  Dr. 
uphill  1.2  mi.  (the  road  becomes  narrow  and  steep  but  is  paved)  until  you 
reach  a  crest  where  the  road  divides;  go  right  (uphill)  through  an  open  gate 
and  follow  the  paved  road  about  2  mi.  to  a  parking  area  near  a  second  (usually 
closed)  gate  (near  the  parking  area  you  will  pass  an  entrance  road  to  a 
picnic  area);  park  your  car  to  conserve  space  in  the  lot;  (if  the  second  gate 
is  open,  do  not  drive  further;  the  road  is  for  fire  and  forest  service  vehicles 
only!).  The  lot  holds  about  40  cars.  Since  other  groups  may  be  using  it  also, 
please  come  early  and  pool  cars  as  much  as  possible.  If  parking  is  limited,  be 
careful  not  to  block  roads  or  exits. 

To  reach  the  Mt.  Lowe  Campground  from  the  parking  lot,  walk  past  the  2nd  gate 
and  proceed  up  the  paved  service  road  about  1/2  mi.  to  the  junction  with  the  old 
railroad  right  of  way  (there  should  be  trail  markers);  proceed  left  (uphill)  on 
the  winding  roadbed  (service  road),  which  is  mostly  unpaved,  about  3  mi.  to  the 
campground.  CONTINUED  ON  P.  8 


CONSERVATION  IN  SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA 
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A  lot  has  been  said  about  conservation  being  the  aim  of  CNPS. 

The  work  done  by  SCB  members  for  conservation  and  preservation  has 
not  gotten  much  notice.  Conservation  is  not  something  new  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  SCB.  Qualified  members,  for  years,  have  been  working  on 
these  issues,  not  just  for  Southern  California,  but  thouqhout  the 
state. 

There  are  some  people  and  activities  that  come  to  mind  that  deserve 
recognition.  On  the  Rare  Plant  Project:  the  pinpointing  and  mapping 
of  the  rare,  endangered,  threatened  or  "sensitive"  plants  for  the 
San  Bernadino  and  Riverside  counties  was  done  by  Oscar  Clarke,  Lee 
Stuart  and  Walt  Wright  with  help  from  June  Latting,  Andy  Sanders, 

Bob  Thorne  and  Valerie  Van  Way.  Jim  Shevock  did  Tulare  Co.  Dave 
Verity  did  all  or  parts  of  Orange,  Los  Angeles  and  Ventura  Co. 

A  great  amount  of  local  interest  was  generated  by  the  mapping. 
Riverside  County  Planning  Department,  San  Bernadino  Leaque  of  Cities 
and  San  Bernadino  National  Forest  have  made  copies  of  the  maps.  San 
Bernadino  National  Forest  hired  Jeanine  Derby,  one  of  our  members,  as 
a  result  of  our  mapping  and  her  field  work.  Several  unique  botanical 
areas  were  identified  and  saved  rather  than  traded  for  development 
because  of  Jeanine's  work. 

Andy  Sanders,  Oscar  Clarke  and  Walt  Wright,  working  with  the  Riv¬ 
erside  Co.  Planning  Department,  have  helped  draw  up  the  General  Use 
Plan  for  southwest  Riverside  Co. 

Several  years  ago  Dave  Verity,  Mildred  Mathias  and  Harry  Thompson 
worked  for  the  des innation  of  Significant  Ecological  Areas  in  the 
L.A.  Co.  Masterplan.  The  reevaluation  of  the  plan  is  now  beginning 
with  their  continued  help. 

Tippet  Ranch  Environmental  Enjoyment  Society  (TREES)  has  been  wor¬ 
king  for  the  preservation  of  part  of  the  Santa  Monica  Mountains  as  a 
natural  area,  not  just  developed  open  space.  Dave  Verity  and  SCB 
student  members  from  UCLA  have  led  field  trips  and  made  people  more 
aware  of  the  area. 

Earl  Shade  has  been  president  of  the  TriCounty  Conservation  League, 
working  to  preserve  the  Santa  Ana,  our  last  unconcreted  river  in  the 
Los  Angeles  basin. 

The  high  desert  has  been  getting  its  share  of  the  attention,  too. 
The  Bureau  of  Land  Managment  hired  Andy  Sanders  to  do  botanical  in¬ 
ventory  work  in  the  Eastern  Mojave.  Bob  Thorne  has  contributed  to 
the  BLM  mapping  and  designation  of  Significant  Botanical  Areas  in 
the  Mojave. 

Mary  DeDecker,  Mary  Ann  Henry  and  Lyle  Gaston  recently  spoke  in 
favor  of  management  and  elimination  of  wild  burros  from  portions  of 
our  deserts. 

Bob  Thorne  and  Mary  DeDecker  have  supported  the  preservation  of 
the  Eureka  Sand  Dunes,  in  Inyo  Co.  east  of  the  Sierras. 

This  is  just  a  quick  outline  of  what  some  of  SCB  members  are  doinq. 
If  you  have,  or  have  had  projects  that  should  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  SCB,  please  write  them  up  for  the  Newsletter,  or  let 
the  Board  of  Directors  know.

The  Bylaws  submitted  to  the  membership  in  the  December  election 
were  accepted.  Some  suggestions  for  changes  and  clarifications 
have  been  made,  and  deserve  your  consideration. 

Two  amendments  to  the  bylaws  were  proposed  and  approved  by  the 
board,  and  are  submitted  for  membership  vote.

Approximately  three  years  ago  the  return  of  dues  to  chapters  was 
taken  out  of  the  CNPS  bylaws,  and  the  return  of  dues  to  chapters 
was  stopped.  SCB  rallied  the  support  of  other  chapters  and  got  the 
CNPS  State  Board  to  return  dues  on  request,  but  this  was  not  put 
back  in  the  bylaws.  Thus,  even  the  small  return  of  dues  is  not 
obi i gatory. 

The  return  is  paid  on  only  part  of  our  membership.  Approximately 
1/3  of  our  members  are  students.  We  recieve  no  dues  return  on  them. 
Also,  we  recieve  no  dues  return  on  our  retired  members.  Thus  2/3 
of  our  membership  "pays"  for  the  total  membership. 

SCB  spent  $755.24  last  year  for  field  trips  and  operations-- 
paper,  stamps,  printing,  envelopes,  etc.  --  to  carry  out  its  pro¬ 
gram.  SCB  recieved  only  $270  from  CNPS  for  1975.  To  meet  the 
difference  we  held  our  first  plant  sale  and  sold  books.  Certain 
of  our  members  would  have  SCB  turn  over  a  certain  percentage  of 
the  income  to  CNPS.  Chapters  (i.e.  Santa  Cruz)  have  turned  over 
60%  of  the  funds  derived  from  plant  sales  to  CNPS.  This  return 
rate  has  been  accepted  for  a  number  of  years,  though  it  is  not  writ¬ 
ten  down  anyplace  (as  is  true  for  many  CNPS  policies). 

Our  best  use  of  our  members'  time  is  for  educational  activities — 
not  fundraisers.  Fundraising  is  necessary  for  supporting  field 
trips,  lectures,  symposia,  conservation  projects,  etc.  Chapters 
should  be  able  to  retain  control  of  the  money  raised  and  use  it 
at  their  discretioo. 

The  system  of  representation  in  CNPS  is  inadequate.  Under  the 
present  organization,  SCB  members  cannot  have  equal  voice  or 
representation  in  CNPS.  There  are  29  on  the  CNPS  Board.  Each  of 
the  15  chapters  has  one  ex  officio  representative  (their  president). 
Chapters  of  ca.  300  members  (about  10%  of  the  CNPS)  have  the  same 
as  chapters  of  30  members. 

Voting  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  can  be  appointed  to  the 
Board  or  maintained  on  the  Board  by  simply  foming  a  new  CNPS 
committee.  Committee  chairmen  are  apointed  by  the  president. 
Officers  of  CNPS  are  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  not  the 
members.  The  present  representation  on  the  Board  already  exceeds 
the  maximum  as  stated  in  the  CNPS  bylaws. 

Bylaws  changes,  election  procedures  and  the  manner  of  selecting 
Fellows  of  the  Society  also  need  reconsideration. 


STATEMENT  IN  FAVOR  OF  WITHDRAWAL  FROM  CNPS 
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Southern  California  Botanists  operated  for  some  45  years  as  an  in¬ 
dependant,  sel f-ooverni nq  organization.  In  the  past  4  years,  SCB  has 
been  affiliated  with  CNPS.  SCB  has  been  a  professional  orqani zation 
with  aoals  similar  to,  but  not  identical  with,  those  of  CNPS.  The 
mutual  cooperation  of  SCB  and  CNPS  seems  appropriate,  but  it  is  felt 
that  this  could  best  be  accomplished  as  two  independant  groups. 

In  June  of  last  year,  the  CNPS  State  Board  was  informed  of  a  num¬ 
ber  of  items  we  in  Southern  California  are  concerned  about.  In 
summary,  these  are: 

1.  25%  of  dues  shall  be  returned  to  the  chapters. 

2.  The  rate  and  manner  of  dues  return  shall  be  stated  in  the  CNPS 
bylaws. 

3.  All  funds  derived  from  chapter  fundraisinq  should  remain  with 
the  chapter. 

4.  Officers  of  CNPS  should  be  elected  by  the  membership  at  larqe. 

5.  Directors  of  CNPS  should  be  apportioned  accordinq  to  desiqnated 
areas  of  the  state. 

6.  Only  chairmen  of  commi tees  desiqnated  in  the  bylaws  shall  be 
voting  members  of  the  State  Board. 

7.  Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  serve  a  maximum  of  two 
consecutive  terms  in  any  office,  and  a  maximum  of  five  years 
consecutively  on  the  board. 

The  above  points  have  not  been  resolved. 

On  Jan. 6,  1976,  a  CNPS  Executive  Council  meeting  was  held  to  deal 
with  "the  direct  conflict"  between  SCB  bylaws  and  CNPS  policy.  The 
outcome  of  this  meeting  was  that  the  SCB  should  more  fully  identify 
itself  with  CNPS  and  terminate  all  SCB  only  memberships.  Without 
the  above  changes,  CNPS  has  given  notice  of  intention  to  terminate 
SCB  as  a  chapter. 

An  organization  must  be  able  to  carry  out  its  program  in  a  rea¬ 
sonable  financial  framework.  We  feel  that  this  can  best  be  accom¬ 
plished  as  an  independant  botanical  organization. 

The  leadership  of  a  qroup  should  represent  its  members  at  larqe; 
we  feel  that  SCB  is  not,  and  cannot  be,  fullv  represented  in  the 
current  CNPS  structure. 

No  CNPS  member  will  lose  membershin  by  a  "ves"  vote  on  this  motion. 
You  may  remain  as  an  unaffiliated  member,  or  affiliate  with  anv 
other  CNPS  chapter.  SCB,  if  operating  independantly ,  will  recog¬ 
nize  all  current  CNPS/SCB  memberships. 

SCB  will  continue  to  work  for  conservation  issues  with  CNPS  -- 
in  fact,  two  strong  organizations  working  for  a  qoal  may  be  more 
effective  than  one. 

In  conclusion,  we  urqe  your  "yes"  vote  on  the  separation  of  SCB 
from  CNPS.

IMPORTANT  CHANGE  FROM  PREVIOUS  FORAYS:  Since  a  hike  is  necessary  to  reach 
the  hub  of  our  foray,  participants  are  encouraged  to  start  early  if  they  wish. 
All  gates  and  roads  should  be  open  at  all  hours.  To  attend  the  orientation 
session,  hikers  should  start  up  from  the  parking  lot  at  8  a.m.  at  the  latest 
to  ensure  a  leisurely  pace.  If  you  wish  to  camp  overnight  at  Mt.  Lowe  (It  will 
be  cold),  please  check  with  the  Forest  Service  at  213-790-1151.  For  those 
who  desire  some  orientation  and  historical  information.  Dr.  Stoner  will  hold 
a  brief  meeting  at  10  a.m.  at  the  Mt.  Lowe  Campground.  Collecting  can  proceed 
before  and  after  this  orientation.  The  orientation  is  especially  valuable  for 
beginners.  Suggestions  for  prime  collecting  areas  will  be  made.  At  2  p.m., 
all  collectors  will  assemble  at  the  campground  for  the  traditional  display  and 
review  of  the  day's  fungus  collections.  Each  fungus  will  be  identified  and 
commented  upon  by  participating  mycologists.  This  is  the  most  instructive  part 
of  the  entire  foray,  so  don't  miss  it!  After  the  review,  you  will  be  free  to 
continue  collecting  or  to  take  the  scenic  downhill  stroll  to  your  car. 

ALTERNATIVE  FIELD  TRIP  SITE:  In  the  unlikely  event  that  snow  has  covered  the 
ground  below  5,000  feet,  and  the  temperature  is  very  low,  the  foray  will  be 
conducted  in  Millard  Canyon.  In  the  event  of  this  change,  a  sign  will  be 
posted  at  the  summit  of  Chaney  Trail  Drive.  DIRECTIONS:  In  any  event,  proceed 
as  indicated  above  to  the  end  of  Chaney  Trail  Drive,  at  the  crest  of  the  hill 
where  the  road  splits.  Look  for  a  sign.  In  case  the  al vernate  site  is 
specified,  turn  left  (downhi 1 1 )  and  follow  the  paved  road  1/2  mi.  to  a  parking 
lot  on  the  canyon  floor.  Participants  can  move  up  or  downstream  and  over  the 
slopes  to  hunt  fungi.  At  the  alternate  site  which  is  reached  in  a  few  minutes 
by  car,  the  orientation  time  would  be  9  a.m.;  display  and  review  at  1  pm.  If 
there  is  any  question  about  where  the  foray  will  be  held,  check  the  al ternate 
site  first  for  activity  since  it  is  quickly  reached  by  car. 

SUPPLIES:  Each  individual  or  small  group  should  bring  the  following 

1)  basket  or  similar  strong  container  for  carrying  collections.  2) 
wax  paper  and  /or  paper  bags  for  wrapping  and  protecting  each  spec¬ 
imen  (plastic  bags  not  recommended)  3)  sturdy  knife  for  removing 
fungi  from  susbstrata,  trowel  or  table  knife  for  digging;  a  sturdy 
screwdriver  is  often  useful  for  prying  4)  pencil  and  notepad,  ruler.
